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MEMORANDA. 


Population.—The last quarterly estimate of population shows a falling off in 
the annual rate of increase as compared with the last tour years. During 
the nine months ended 30th September the total increase was 23,345, 
or at the rate of 2 per cent. per annum. Of the increase, 19,496 was due 
to excess of births over deaths, and 3,849 to excess of arrivals. 


Trade.—The imports during November were valued at £3,440,504, which 
shows a decrease of £228,212, as compared with the corresponding month 
of last year. For the eleven months there was a decrease of £2,041,260, 
or nearly 6 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct oversea 
imports during November amounted to £1,691,479, as compared with 
£1,839,020 in 1907 ; the total for the eleven months was £18,071,509, 
a decrease of £714,533 over the corresponding figures for 1907. There 
were decreases in almost all the principal articles ; fish, rice, agricultural 
implements, machines and machinery, sugar, and timber, however, 
showed increases. Gold also shows a heavy falling-off, 


The oversea exports for November amounted to £3,451,771, and show 
a decrease of £617,971, as compared with the corresponding month of 
last year. Wool decreased by £717,000. For the eleven months there 
was a decrease in the oversea exports of £5,972,687, or over 20 per cent., 
‘as compared with last year. Most of the principal articles show large 
decreases—W ool, £4,378,000 ; minerals, £1,026,000 ; wheat, £730,000 ; 
flour, £149,000; skins, £379,000; meats, £172,000; and tallow, £115,000; 
horses, butter, coal, hides, and wine, however, show increases. Separating 
merchandise from gold, the exports of the former during the eleven 
months decreased by £6,962,221, but the latter increased by £989,534, 


Public Pinances.—The Public Accounts for November show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,136,648, or £114,132 less than in No- 
vember of last year. During the five months ended 30th November the 
revenue was £5,468,468, being £333,838, or 5°8 per cent., less than the 
corresponding period of the last financial year. The principal increases 
in receipts during the five months were—From Land Revenue, £48,928 ; 
Railways and Tramways £83,955 ; and Sydney Harbour Trust, £4,740. 
The returns from Commonwealth revenue decreased by £268,520 ; and 
taxation, £74,952. The expenditure during November was £902,240, an 
increase of £149,381 as compared with November of last year. During 
the five months the expenditure was £5,768,928, being £620,236, or 
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12 per cent., more than in 1907-8. Expenditure on Government 
Departments increased by £76,914, Business Undertakings by £343,485, 
and Interest payments by £26,737. On the 30th November, 1908, the 
balance to credit of the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
£1,062,961. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during November was 17,641 oz. crude, equal 
to 13,210 oz. fine, valued at £56,113. During the eleven months of 1908 
there has been a decrease in the value of gold produced of £83,176 as 
compared with the corresponding period of last year. 


Prices.—The general index number for November was practically equal to 
that for the previous month, but was 9 per cent. lower than for November 
of last year. It was also the lowest number for November since 1904. 
The index number for pastoral produce was 1,127, for metals 1,094, and 
for all articles 1,158. During the month the prices of copper and 
tin advanced, but other articles remained at about. the same level 
as in October. 


Land Selections.—During November 126 new settlers applied for 101,999 
acres ; and 144,428 acres, representing 151 blocks, were set apart for 


residential settlement. Since the beginning of the year the number of 
new settlers has been 2,298, and the {area applied for 1,387,466 acres. 
The original area set apart for residential settlement since the 1st 
January has been 1,070,182 acres, representing 1,203 blocks. 

Meteorology.—The rainfall during November was, generally speaking, below 
the average, but some good thunderstorms were recorded almost 
throughout the State, the Northern Tableland, North Western Plain, 
and North Western Slope benefiting principally.
